PARIS, March 27.—M. Poincare,

After a morning of fair sailing, 
M. Poincare this afternoon grappled 
with the difficulties of organizing 
his Cabinet to fit new new political 
situation resulting from the Cham- 
ber’s attitude on the pension bills 
and to accord with the policy of 
economics for which he had fought 
so hard for weeks’in the Chamber 
and Senate. His conclusion after 
the day's negotiations as expressed 
to the newspaper men was “It is 
going to be long.”

HUNDRED IS 
LANDSLIDE’S 
DEATH TOLL 


Thousands Are Reported 
as Homeless from Disaster 
in Italy 


(BY CARLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

SALERNOA (Italy) March 27.— 
More than one hundred persons 
are known to have perished in the 
landslides which occurred yester- 
the region surrounding 
Amalfi. Thousands have been ren- 
dered homeless: Many people of 
the region are misting, but wheth- 
er they are dead, or have made 


their escape and are fearful of re- 
turning, cannot be ascertained to- 
night. 

The torrential rainfall continued 
today making more acute the 
plight of those left without shel- 
ter. The landslide has left Amalfi 
virtually surrounded by debris. 
Everywhere is to be seen the 
wreckage of houses and huge rocks 
and uprooted trees which were in 
the path of the moving earth. 

When the landslides started 
along a tract of 800 yarda, the 
noise resembled that of an erup- 
tion of Mount Vesuvius. Therefore, 
there was timely warning to many 
of the inhabitants and the visitors 
in the hotels to escape.

ARDINALS RECEIVE HATS 


FINAL SOLEMN RITES 


Tiina of Americans in Throng 


in Historic 


Witnessing Gorgeous Pageant 


St. Peter’s 


(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS} 
ROME, March 27.—The final ceremonies of elevating 
Archbishop Mundelein of Chicago and Archbishop Hayes of 
New York to membership in the highest council of the Roman 
Catholic church took place this morning in the right transept of 
the basilica of St. Peter's, when Pope Pius gave to them their 
broad-brimmed red silk hats, symbolic of their new rank of 


cardinals. 


The ceremonies were resplandent 
with medieval pageantry. Fully 
10,000 persons attended the func- 
tion, Americans forming a great 
majority of the throng. Many per- 
eons, unable to obtain admission 
to the actual scene of the confer- 
ment of the red hats, jammed the 
spacious alsle of the main nave of 
the edifice endeavoring to obtain at 
least a fleeting glance of the Pon- 
tiff as he was borne in the sedia 
gastatoria to and from the spe- 
clally erected throne. 


RED HAT SYMBOL 


This morning’s solemn investi- 
ture with the red hat was merely 
a time-honored custom, the same 
symbolic headpiece being used for 
both the American prelates. The 
red hats which they actually will 
take back across seas with them 
were given them later this after- 
noon. The red hats never are ac- 
tually worn, but will be taken 
back by the prelates and suspend- 
ed by golden wires over the high 
altars in their respective cathe- 
drals, there to remain until the 
deaths of the cardinals, when they 
will be ceremoniously taken down 
and placed over their tombs. 

The public consistory this morn- 
ing was followed by a secret con- 
sistory at which Pope Pius placed 
on the fingers of the new Ameri- 
can members of the sacred col- 
lege their large sapphire rings and 
performed the centuries-old cere- 
mony, known as the closing and 
opening of the mouths of the car- 
dinals, and also formally assigned 
to them their titular churches, 


since each member of the college 
of cardinals must be ipso facto 
pastor of some Roman Catholic 


church. 

Cardina’ Mundelein's titular 
church will be Santa Maria Del 
Popolo, and that of Cardinal Hayes 
the Church .of Santa Maria in Via 
Lata, both of which are rich in 
medieval traditions. Henceforth 
Cardinal Mundelein’s full title will 
be “George William, of title Santa 
Maria de! Popolo, Cardinal Mun- 
delein, Archbishop of Chicago,” 
and that of Cardinal Hayes, “Pat- 
rick Joseph, of title Santa Maria 
in Via Lata, Cardinal Hayes, Arch- 
bishop of New York.” 

Shortly after the ceremonies of 
today had ended, Pope Pius gave 
to The Associated Press through 
Cardinal Gasparri, Papal Secre- 
tary of State, the following state- 
ment: 

“The holy father, in raising 
two eminent members of the 
Ameritan hierarchy to the dignity 
of the cardiniate, has had in mind 
not only the personal merits of the 
new cardinals, but also the gen- 
erous activities of the great Ameri- 
can people on behalf of the suf- 
fering peoples of the world, thus 
promoting a spirit of peace and 
fraternal good will among the na- 
tiona.”’ 

Punctually at 9$:30 o'clock the 
two new cardinals marched slowly 
through the right nave toward a 
specially prepared ante-chamber 
in front of the altar of Petnonilio, 
where later they took the solemn 
oath of office.

Mr. Wrigley, talking over the 
wireless telephone yesterday from, 
hie home on Catalina Islapd, not 
only confirm persistent reports 
that he has left the Johnson camp, 
but asserted his conviction that 
President Coolidge “has the nom- 
nation cinched.” 

More than a month ago, respond- 
ing to a question from the Watch- 
man as to his attitude toward Sena- 
tor Johnson's Presidential aspira- 
tions, Mr. Wrigley asserted that he 
had not parted from the Senator's 
candidacy, but added the significant 
word, Just when Mr. 
Wrigly did part from the candli- 
dacy of the man whom he still 
regards as a personal friend, but 
1 hopeless candidate, the chewing 
gum magnate did not say. 

“COOLIDGE CINCH” 

Hie did say, however, without 

equivocation and with the custom- 


ary Wrigley bluntness of speech, 
vat “so far as 1 can see, Coolidge 
is a cinch for the HKepublican 
nomination. Mr. Johnson is my 
good friend and I would like to 
see him President, but I don't 
think he can get the nomination 
because he is getting nowhere with 
his candidacy.” 

Although his personal feeling for 
Mr. Johnson disposes him favor-/ 
ably in the Senator's behalf, Mr. 
Wrigley sald that he has a high 
regard for President Coolidge and 
believes that Mr. Coolidge not 
only is a good President now, but 
will make a good President after 
his nomination and election.

Reported Revenue Reduction

(SY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, March 27.—Tax 
records of the Gulf Ol! Corporation, 
a “Mellon company,” practically 
were impounded today by the spe- 
cial Senate committee investigating 
the Internal Revenue Bureau. The 
committee’s action followed testi- 
mony that the corporation had 
been allowed “lessee depletion” re- 
ductions in the settlement of the 
cases for 1917-18-19 made in Feb- 
ruary, 1921, and by which it was 


credited with “net excessive pay- 
ments” for the three years of 
$3,776,000. 

Senator Couzens, Republican, 
Michigan, whose resolution brought 


from A. C. Ernst, Cleveland (0.) 
accountant, whose firm worked up 
the consolidated returns for the 
Gulf group companies, a statement 
that the “leawee depletion allow- 
ance” had been granted by the bu- 
reau in the 1921 Gulf settlement. 


ONLY CASE KNOWN 

Turning to 8S. M. Greenadge,. a 
bureau official, Senator Couzens 
was told that Secretary Mellon did 
not apyrove the Treasury regula- 
tion granting “lessee allowance” on 
oll-well depletion until 
Greenadge said he knew of no 
other case in which the allowance 
had been granted prior to the 1922 
approval and added that the regu- 
lations effective in 1921 were to 
the contrary. 

“The Guif Of] knew it in 1921, 
but the public didn’t know of it 
until 1922." Senator Couzens said 
“How is the publie to know if 
the regulation ien’t published un- 
til a year after the allowance was 
granted to a particular corpora- 
tion?” 

Greenadge sald the great ma- 
jority of oil concerns knew . the 
question was up and delayed set- 
tlements until the ruling was 
handed down. 


APPOINT CUSTODIANS 


Senator Couzens suggested that 
the committee impound the Gulf 
records in custody of the sergeant- 
at-armes. Solicitor Nélson T. Hart- 
son of the bureau objected, ques- 
tioning the legal right of the bu- 
reau to surrender possession. Aft- 
er a brief executive session the 
committee solved the problem by 
putting Hartson and Greenadge 
under oath as custodians of the 
records until the committee re- 
sumes ite work Monday. 

Senator Couzens explained that 
it had appeared desirable that the 
books should remain in the com-, 
mittee’s charge without possibility 
of any suspicion that they had 
been “tampered with” unti' the fic- 


ures regarding depletion allowances 


and other points had been obtained 
from them. 

Bureau officials agreed to have 
these figures ready on Monday.

Roddick, a British citizen, who 
has made his home in Mexico for 
the past fifteen years as an ¢m- 
ployee of the oil company, is ac- 
cused of giving assistance to the 
rebels. 

The government's statement says 
hat President Obregon has invoked 
Article . XXXIII the constitu- 
tion in the oil cémpany official's 
case. It charges that he assisted 
the Mexican insurgents in every 
way within his power. The state- 
ment also indicates that Roddick 
is one of the “high officials of the 
El Aguila Company” who were 
accused recently by President Obre- 
gon of conniving against the 
government. 

Actual proof of Roddick’s ac- 
tivities on behalf of the insurgents 
exists, the statement adda.

SUMAC IN COURT 
FIGHTS FOR LIFE 


Lawyer Appeals to Highest 
Nebraska Court 


Pays One Fine, but Refuses 
to Clear Lot 


If It's Shrub He Wins; 
Weed He Loses

LINCOLN (Neb.) March 27.— 
D. C. Patterson, wealthy Omaha 


n and a candidate for United 
States Senator in the Democratic 
primary, wants the Nebraska Su- 
preme Court to say whether sumac 
is a shurb or a weed. It means 
a lot to Mr. Patterson. Me owns 
a vacant lot at Forty-second and 
Dewey streets. On this is a large 
growth of sumac. The city health 
department ordered him to cut it 
off. He refused. He said he 
liked sumac, especially when it 
was turning red in the autumn 
sun. 

The next day a policeman took 
him into municipal court where 
the judge fined him for violating 
th ordinance which requires 
property owners to cut down the 
weeds on their premises when s0 
ordered. 

Mr. Patterson paid the fine, but 
he didn’t cut down the sumac. 
He took the position that sumac 
is an ornament and not an eye- 
sore. 

Again a policeman escorted him 
to the same judge. This time 
Mr. Jaterson showed his annoy- 
ance. He brought with him sev- 
eral dictionaries and an encyclope- 
dia or two, to prove that sumac is 
of the genus Rhus, that it is a 
shrub and that it is particularly 
valuable in the tanning industry. 

“It’s a weed,” said the munici- 
pal judge. ‘Ten and costs.” 

Mr. Patterson took his diction- 
aries and his encylcopedia up to 
the district court, where they were 
again rejected as authority, and 
where the conviction was affirmed. 

Mr. Patterson promptly appealed 
to the Bupreme Court, 
presented that tribunal 
voluminous record, pictorial in 
character. He has pictures show- 
ing himself standing here and 
there in the grateful shade of 
giant sumac bushes, pictures 
showing how the premises with 
their wealth of sumac bushes look, 
and also a picture or two-—close- 
ups—of sumac boughs so that the 
court may consider these in con- 
nection with his, encyclopedias 
and dictionary.

‘for enforcing radigal reforms 
were productive of no good and 
that nothing could be accomplished 
except through the violence of a 
revolution. 

“There are many who thought 
that with a Labor government in 
power we should not We bothered 
with aa many induetrial disputes 
as formerly,” Mr. Bridgeman said. 
“IT am sorry that that hope has 
not been realized. Stoppage has 
followed stoppage in series in most 
disquieting regularity and to the 
great detriment of the people and 
trade of the country. 

“It would be foolish not to take 
into account the effect of the prop- 
aganda of the Third Internationale 
and their emissaries. These mis- 
sionaries of Moscow are working 
this country to 
trouble wherever they 
can and to encourage unrest and 
dissatisfaction. One of their ob- 
jects is to undermine the regular 
authority in our trade unions and 
these who lead them. They are 
the greatest enemies that the pres- 
ent government has. 

“Their object is to show that 
the constitutional practices which 
the government is following are of 
no use and the only way is recourse 
te violence and revolution.” 

Shaw, minister of Labor, 
replied in a pacific tone, ridiculing 
the idea that the present labor 
dieputes are the result of Mos- 
cow's propaganda since their 
causes were laid months be- 
fore it was ever thought that the 
labor government would come in- 
to power.

“Our pay roll here”—Mr. Willys 
used the word “here” throughout 
his statement—*probably will list 
about 600 names. How much 
space i will occupy and how 
much of an investment it will re- 
quire depend in part on new 
methods of assembly which we 
now have in process of develop- 
ment.

SHORTRIDGE IS COMMENDE 


Scores of Telegrams from State Thank Senator for 
Ruling Obtained on Tax Division 


Scores of telegrams were sent from Los Angeles and all parts 


of California yesterday to Senator 


Shortridge at Washington com- 


plimenting him on his successful effort to obtain a ruling from the 
Treasury Department placing California with other community prop- 
erty Btates in the collection of income taxes. 


California taxpayers will save 
approximately $7,000,000 yearly 
under the new ruling, according 
to Attorney Zach L. Cobb who, 
with Senator Shortridge, was in- 
strumental in the agitation that 
brought about the new ruling. 
News. of the ruling reached Los 
Angeles in a telegram to Mra. 
Clara Shortridge Foltz, sister of 
Senator Shortridge, who was also 
interested in the cause and worked 
for the ruling. 

The ruling in brief provides that 
a husband and wife in rendering 
separate income-tax returns may 
each report as gross income one- 
half of the income which is com- 
munity property. By dividing the 
income into two equal portions, as- 
sesement of the high surtaxes is 
escaped. 

Agitation to obtain the new rul- 
ing was started, according to the 
men who have taken the lead fn 
its favor, when California taxpay- 
ers were not accorded the same 
consideration given other commu- 
nity property States in the income 
tax rulings. The reason for the 
discrimination, they say, waa that 
the Supreme Court construction of 
the law differed from the con- 
struction in the other States. 
Amendments were added to the 
community property law, however, 
in 1917 and 1923, and various or- 


‘ing order: 


ganizations took steps to call the

‘JUVENILE COURT 


ACT IS INVOLVED 


Constitutionality Attacked in 
Daedler Case 


Supreme Tribunal to Rule 
on Habeas Corpus 


Decision Eagerly Awaited as 
Far-Reaching 


Carrying the fight on the con- 
_stitutionality of the Juvenile Court 
Act of 1915 to the Supreme Court, 
Emory D. Martindale, local attor- 
‘ney, yesterday received notice that 
that tribunal will hear in this city 
on April 15 his petition for a writ 
of habeas corpus in which he asks 
that Paul Daedler, 14 years of age, 
be liberated from the State School 
at Whittier. 

| Those sections of the Juvenile 
‘Act which are attacked as uncon- 
#titutional by Martindale state that 
any minor held for a violation of 
any State, county or city law may 
be adjudged a ward of the Ju- 
/venile Court, while the matter of a 
jury trial and commitment are left 
to the discretion of the judge of 
that court. 


FAR-REACHING DECISION 


Martindale contends that a minor 


‘charged with felony Is entitled 
‘to the same consideration in the 
, courts as an adult. 

Juvenile Court officials are awalt- 
ing a decision of the point with 
much interest. was sald yee- 
terday at the Courthouse that a 
ruling favorable to Daedler would 
affect the legal status of hundreds 
of minors now held in State in- 
stitutions as wards of the Juvenile 
Court. 

There is a possibility, however, 
that the Supreme Court might not 
have an opportunity to hand down 
a decision on the issue. It was 
pointed out that the tribunal will 
have to diemisas the writ providing 
Daedier is released from custody 
before April 15. And that this 
might happen was indicated by the 
fact that William Forrester, 15 
years of age, co-defendant of Daed- 
ler, recentiy made a complete con- 
feasion of the murder in which he 
absolved Daedler. 


CASE TO BE REOPENED 

The two youths were accused of 
slaying Arthur Martinez, 5 years 
of age, in a deserted factory bulild- 
ing ‘in Pasadena last December. 
Forrester was committed to the 
State School of Industry at Ione 
for the period of his minority, then 
to be returned to the court for 
further disposition of his case. 

In view of the new developments, 
the entire hearing will be reopened 
next Wednesday before Judge 
Archbald of the Juventie Court.
